RICH GOLD STRIKE-. 


I.«dge of Qnarti of Remarkable Val 


Blscovcre;l In California. 


Reports have been coming in for some 


time of the discovery of promising gold 
quartz ia the desert region in the south- 
eastern port of Kerii county, CaL, east 
of the placers at Goler, which caused 
the rush two years ago and which still 
continue to yield well. The most recent 
discoveries are quartz ledges which 
promise permanency. 
j 


The center of these discoveries is at 


Camp Randsburg, GO miles east of ilo- 
have. Two brothers named Ashford came 
in today for supplies and roport tho dis- 
covery last week uy themselves of an 
immense ledge of quartz of marvelous 
richness. It is about a mile from Camp 
Raudsburg, and as far as traced is ex- 
posed 3,500 feet and is 2 feet in thick- 
nejfi. Kest to the hanging wall there is 
gis inches of rock that will average $5, - 
000 to the ton, and which seems a dis- 
tinct layer by itself. The rest of the vein 
is 18 inches in width and will run $50 
to the ton. From the sis inch streak 
•specimens have been taken out that will 
ruu*15,000 to the ton, while one can 
stand a distance of ten. yards from tho 
ledge and actually sec free gold. 


As soon as the news became known a 


big rush of miners set in, and for sev- 
eral miles in every direction the country 
has been located. Experts have examined 
the mines and pronounce them very rich. 
It is IS miles to water, bnt a well will 
be bored at once, and machinery is al- 
ready being contracted for to work tiie 
ore. Actual working in the ore has 
yielded $180 in free gold to the men.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

This would bar the payment of the 
extra compensation of the presiding 
judge at the spring election, for the 
returns at that time are made to 
township and municipal clerks. The 
judges demurred to this ruling and 
insisted on an opinion from a higher 
authority than the Board of Deputy 
Supervisors. 


The question was referred to the 


Secretary of State, who Is the chief 
supervisor of elections, and he has 
ruled that the board of elections were 
right ia their interpretation of the 
law.

There Is no provision in law 
for paying judges and clerks for mak- 
ing the returns in April elections, as 
compensation for making such re- 
turns is oaly where tbs reiiuua are 
made to the deputy state supervisors. 
This answers your question as to 
whether the board of deputy state 
supervisors should make out vouchers 
to judges making returns to town- 
sbjp and municipal clerks.

At Vassar it is uphill work for a 


girl to support herself, earn her tui- 
tion and incidentally absorb a col- 
lege course. There are a fow schol- 
arships and a loan fund, but a dozen 
applicants for every dollar of either. 
Tho best plan for a girl desiring to 
enter a college like Vassar or Welles- 
ley is to earn a year's expenses be- 
fore entering. This gives her an op- 
portunity to look about for chances 
of employment and to do a year's 
good work without too much pres- 
sure on her nervous system.
